The  Rural  Electrification  Administration  today 
announced  allotments  totaling  $2,271,500  for  21  projects 
in  14  States.  This  brings  allotments  made  by  REA  since 
it  was  established  in  1935  to  $225,559,830,  of  which 
$135,710,427  represents  operations  during  the  current 
fiscal  year.
